The Bureau of Safety and Environmental Enforcement (BSEE) EOIA office received your 
Freedom of Information Act (EOIA) request dated February 13, 2019, and assigned it control 
number BSEE-2019-00087, Please cite this number in any future communications with our 
office regarding your request. You requested the following:

We are writing today to respond to your request on behalf of the BSEE. We have enclosed one 
fde consisting of 60 pages. Approximately 8 pages are partially withheld under 5 U.S.C. § 
552(b)(5) and 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6). 

Exemption 5 — 43 C.F.R. SS 2.23, .24 

Exemption 5 allows an agency to withhold “inter-agency or intra-agency memorandums or 
letters which would not be available by law to a party... in litigation with the agency.” 5 U.S.C. 

§ 552(b)(5). Exemption 5 therefore incorporates the privileges that protect materials from 
discovery in litigation, including the deliberative process, attorney work-product, attorney-client, 
and commercial information privileges. We are withholding 7 pages in part under Exemption 5 
because they qualify to be withheld under the following privileges: 

Deliberative Process Privilege 

The deliberative process privilege protects the decision-making process of government agencies 
and encourages the fra nk exchange of ideas on legal or policy matters by ensuring agencies are 
not forced to operate in a fish bowl. A number of policy purposes have been attributed to the 
deliberative process privilege. Among the most important are to: (1) assure that subordinates 
will feel free to provide the decisionmaker with their uninhibited opinions and recommendations; 
(2) protect against premature disclosure of proposed policies; and (3) protect against confusing 
the issues and misleading the public. . 

The deliberative process privilege protects materials that are both predecisional and deliberative. 
The privilege covers records that reflect the give-and-take of the consultative process” and may 
include “recommendations, draft documents, proposals, suggestions, and other subjective 
documents which reflect the personal opinions of the writer rather than the policy of the agency. 

The materials that have been withheld under the deliberative process privilege of Exemption 5 
are both predecisional and deliberative. They do not contain or represent formal or informal 
agency policies or decisions. They are the result of frank and open discussions among 
employees of the Department of the Interior. Their contents have been held confidential by all 
parties and public dissemination of this information would have a chilling effect on the agency’s 
deliberative processes; expose the agency’s decision-making process in such a way as to 
discourage candid discussion within the agency, and thereby undermine its ability to perform its 
mandated functions. 

The deliberative process privilege does not apply to records created 25 years or more before the 
date on which the records were requested. 
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Attorney-Client Privilege 

The attorney-client privilege protects confidential communications between an attorney and his 
client relating to a legal matter for which the client has sought professional advice and is not 
limited to the context of litigation. Moreover, although it fundamentally applies to confidential 
facts divulged by a client to his/her attorney, this privilege also encompasses any opinions given 
by an attorney to his/her client based upon, and thus reflecting, those facts, as well as 
communications between attorneys that reflect confidential client-supplied information. 

The information that has been withheld under the attorney-client privilege of Exemption 5 
constitutes confidential communications between agency attorneys and agency clients related to 
legal matters for which the client sought professional legal assistance and services. It also 
encompasses opinions given by attorneys to their clients based on client-supplied facts. 
Additionally, the BSEE employees who communicated with the attorneys regarding this 
information were clients of the attorneys at the time the information was generated and the 
attorneys were acting in their capacities as lawyers at the time they communicated legal advice. 
Einally, the BSEE has held this information confidential and has not waived the attorney-client 
privilege. 

Commercial Information Privilege 

The BSEE has determined that the numbers and pass codes constitute intra-agency documents 
because they are only shared with members of the Department or their consultants for the 
purpose of conducting official government business. In addition to qualifying as intra-agency 
documents, the BSEE has determined that the pass codes and phone numbers qualify as 
“confidential commercial information” protectable by Exemption 5. In Government Eand Bank 
V. General Services Administration, 671 F.2d 663, 665 (1st Cir. 1982), the court held that when 
the government enters the marketplace as an ordinary commercial buyer or seller, the 
government’s information should be protected from competitive disadvantage under Exemption 
5. Exemption 5 prevails “where the document contains ‘sensitive information not otherwise 
available,’ and disclosure would significantly harm the government’s commercial interest.” Id. at 
666; see also Federal Open Market Committee v. Merrill, 443 U.S. 340, 363 
(1979). 

Here, the government entered the marketplace as an ordinary commercial buyer of private 
conference call numbers and pass codes. In line with Eand Bank and Merrill, the information is 
“sensitive and not otherwise available” as the numbers provide access to sensitive conversations 
between government employees and only the government and seller have access to the 
information. If the conference call numbers and/or pass codes were released, the government’s 
financial interest would be significantly harmed. The conference calls would no longer be 
private since unknown, non-govemmental parties would have the ability to listen in to the calls. 
The funds spent on purchasing the call-in numbers and pass codes would therefore be wasted, 
and the conference call numbers and pass codes would be of no use. 

Because the release of the conference call numbers and pass codes would significantly harm the 
government’s financial interest by publicizing sensitive information, the BSEE is withholding 
the information in accordance with Exemption 5 of the FOIA. 
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The deliberative process privilege does not apply to records created 25 years or more before the 
date on which the records were requested. 

Exemption 6 — 43 C.F.R. SS 2.23, .24 

Exemption 6 allows an agency to withhold “personnel and medical files and similar files the 
disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” 5 
U.S.C. § 552(b)(6) . The phrase “similar files” covers any agency records containing information 
about a particular individual that can be identified as applying to that individual. To determine 
whether releasing records containing information about a particular individual would constitute a 
clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy, we are required to balance the privacy interest 
that would be affected by disclosure against any public interest in the information. We are 
withholding 2 pages in part under Exemption 6. 

Under the FOIA, the only relevant public interest to consider under the exemption is the extent to 
which the information sought would shed light on an agency’s performance of its statutory duties 
or otherwise let citizens ‘know what their government is up to. The burden is on the requester to 
establish that disclosure would serve the public interest. When the privacy interest at stake and 
the public interest in disclosure have been determined, the two competing interests must be 
weighed against one another to determine which is the greater result of disclosure; the harm to 
personal privacy or the benefit to the public. The purposes for which the request for information 
is made do not impact this balancing test, as a release of information requested under the FOIA 
constitutes a release to the general public. 

The information that has been withheld under Exemption 6 consists of personal information, 
such as personal cell phone numbers, personal email addresses and medical information, and we 
have determined that the individuals to whom this information pertains have a substantial 
privacy interest in withholding it. Additionally, we have determined that the disclosure of this 
information would shed little or no light on the performance of the agency’s statutory duties. 
Because the harm to personal privacy is greater than whatever public interest may be served by 
disclosure, release of the information would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the 
privacy of these individuals and we are withholding it under Exemption 6. 

Mr. Gurney S. Small, Attorney-Advisor, Office of the Solicitor, Department of the Interior, 
Washington, D.C. was consulted. 

Appeal Rights — 43 C.F.R. SS 2.57, .58, .59 

You may appeal this response to the Department’s FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer. If you 
choose to appeal, the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer must receive your FOIA appeal soon as 
possible after this letter. Appeals arriving or delivered after 5 p.m. Eastern Time, Monday 
through Friday, will be deemed received on the next workday. 

Your appeal must be made in writing . You may submit your appeal and accompanying 
materials to the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer by mail, courier service, fax, or email. All 
communications concerning your appeal should be clearly marked with the words: "FREEDOM 
OF INFORMATION APPEAE." You must include an explanation of why you believe the 
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BSEE’s response is in error. You must also inelude with your appeal eopies of all 
correspondence between you and BSEE concerning your EOIA request, including your original 
EOIA request and BSEE's response. Eailure to include with your appeal all correspondence 
between you and BSEE will result in the Department's rejection of your appeal, unless the 
EOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer determines (in the FOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer’s sole 
discretion) that good cause exists to accept the defective appeal.

Furthermore, in an attempt to dissolve the former IRU, new positions had to be created for 
them.

New Orleans Region and illegally groomed one of law enforcement subordinates for the 
position. Two separate complaints of prohibited personnel practices in the hiring process were 
rejected by the incompetent Office of Special Counsel (OSC). This is the same OSC that allowed 
the corruption at the Department of Veterans Affairs. 

In the Report to the President- National Commission on the BP Deepwater Horizon Oil Spill and 
Offshore Drilling the Commission had strong concern for the American Petroleum Institute's 
ability to foster and promote offshore safety. It reads: 


According to statements made by industry officials to the Commission, API's proffered 
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safety and technical standards were a major casualty of this conflicted role. As described 
by one representative, API-proposed safety standards have increasingly failed to reflect 
"best industry practices" and have instead expressed the "lowest common 
denominator"—in other words, a standard that almost all operators could readily 
achieve. Because, moreover, the Interior Department has in turn relied on API in 
developing its own regulatory safety standards, API's shortfalls have undermined the 
entire federal regulatory system (Report to the President, p.225). 

The API has cultivated and developed an unhealthy influence over BSEE because of BSEE's 

corrupt hiring practices. 


After the Macondo disaster, BSEE implemented new regulations requiring companies to 
implement safety and environmental management systems (SEMS). At the same time, the API 
stacked the highest positions at BSEE with its own personnel who have worked tirelessly to 
undermine efforts to enforce the new SEMS regulations.

In regards to your question regarding our meeting being open to the media or the public; typically we don't have speakers with the esteem of 
Dir.

§4601. Establishment of Take Pride in America Program 

(a) In general 

There is hereby established the Take Pride in Ameriea Program within the 
Department of the Interior (hereinafter referred to as the “TPIA Program”). 

(b) Purposes 

The purposes of the TPIA Program shall inelude the following: 

(1) To establish and maintain a publie awareness eampaign in eooperation with 
publie and private organizations and individuals— 

(A) to instill in the publie the importanee of the appropriate use of, and 
appreeiation for Federal, State, and loeal lands, faeilities, and natural and eultural 
resourees; 

(B) to eneourage an attitude of stewardship and responsibility toward these 
lands, faeilities, and resourees; and 

(C) to promote partieipation by individuals, organizations, and eommunities of 
a eonservation ethie in oaring for these lands, faeilities, and resourees. 


(2) To oonduot a national awards program to honor those individuals and entities 
whioh, in the opinion of the Seoretary of the Interior (hereafter in this ohapter 
referred to as the “Seoretary”), have distinguished themselves in the aotivities 
desoribed in paragraph (1) of this subseotion.

BSEE launches first ever risk based inspection program using real time trend 
data to achieve safety improvements. 

■ Under the former Administration, BSEE had a start and stop and ultimately 
aborted risk based program; criticized by two external oversight organizations for 
not being able to get it across the finish line. 

■ This month, 40 facilities will undergo a risk based inspection within a two day 
period. This follows a very successful pilot program by this administration and our 
new risk based inspection program will serve to augment our current prescriptive 
based inspection program and will combine to improve safety on the OCS. 

■ Risk-based inspections allow BSEE Engineers and Inspectors to act quickly on 
current trends in offshore operations and demanding improved safety 
performance to the offshore operators’ attention opportunities for safety 
improvement. 


Effective April 1, BSEE drastically increases physical inspection time on offshore 
oil and gas facilities while achieving cost-savings for the taxpayers and reducing 
safety risks to inspectors. 

■ BSEE drastically increases the time of offshore physical inspections and gains a 
cost- savings of contracted helicopter services of $20 million over four years 
through revamping of workforce schedules and embracing technology to access 
records resulting in a safer Outer Continental Shelf achieved in a smarter and 
less expensive way. 
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BSEE re-invigorates critical safety reporting system through engagement with 
industry. 

■ BSEE inherited a Safe Outer Continental Shelf (SafeOCS) Voluntary reporting 
program from the last Administration that had 3% participation from industry. 

■ In the first year under new leadership, participation more than doubled to 8% of 
all offshore operators. It should be noted these participating operators are 
responsible for 63% of the oil production from the Outer Continental Shelf. 

■ BSEE has developed a comprehensive strategy to engage industry leadership 
with a goal of substantially increasing participation by the end of 2018. 


BSEE identifies every critical offshore component subject to Best Available Safe 
Technology (BAST) regulations. 

■ BSEE is implementing a system to have critical safety components, subject to 
BAST definition, identified, audited and published annually with a concurrent 
review of regulations for compliance with BAST goals. 

■ Hereto before, the previous Administration has not identified, audited or 
published therefore creating uncertainty of compliance with BAST goals. 


BSEE puts in place infrastructure to continuously identify gaps between 
advancing technology and regulations. 

■ In the aftermath of the Deepwater Horizon incident, the National Commission 
determined that gaps existed between risk of Outer Continental Shelf (OCS) 
production and exploration activities and the regulations to mitigate those risks. 

■ The previous administration failed to stand up an infrastructure whose focus 
would be to continuously identify the risk of changing OCS activity so as to make 
certain existing regulations, inspections, and procedures would remain current 
with said risk. This Administration is changing that! 

■ Having this allows BSEE to align regulations with new technology. 
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For the first time ever, BSEE seeks to obtain third-party certification of its 
inspection program from the worid’s most distinguished standards organization, 
the internationai Standards Organization (iSO) 

• BSEE is in the early stations of planning. Hopefully signing contract by summer 
of 2018 to chart a path forward on obtaining the certification.

Airrericair 
Oversight is avrrilable to work with you to craft appropriate sear ch terms. However, custodian 
searches are still required; agencies may not have direct access to files stored in .PST files, outside 
of network drives, in paper format, or in personal email accomrts. 

Uirder the FOIA Irrrproverrreirt Act of 2016, agerrcies rrrust adopt a presutrrptiorr of disclosure, 
withholdiirg iirforrrratiorr “only if. . . disclosure would Irruirr an interest protected by rm exemption” 
or “disclosure is prohibited by law.”'’ If it is your position that any portion of the requested records 
is exempt from disclosure, American Oversight reciuests that you provide an index of those 
documents as rec}uired under Vaughn v. Rosen, 484 F.2d 820 (D.C. Cir. 1973), cert, denied, 4L5 
U.S. 977 (1974). As you rue aware, a Vaughn index must describe each document claimed as 
exempt witlr sufficient specificity “to permit a reasoned judgment as to whetlrer tire material is 
actually exempt under FOIA.’” Moreover, fire Vaughn index “must describe each document or 
portion thereof withheld, and for each withholding it must discuss fire conseciuences of disclosing 
the sought-after information. Further, “the withholding agency must supply ‘a relatively detailed 
justification, specifically identifying the reasons why a particular' exemption is relevrmt and 
correlating those claims witlr tire par ticular' pru t of a withheld docuirreirt to which they apply.’” '

Arrrericair 
Oversight iirteirds to pursue all legal aveirues to eirforce its right of access uirder FOIA, iircludiirg 
litigatioir if irecessmy. Accordiirgly, you me oir irotice that litigatioir is reasoirably foreseeable. 

To eirsure that tiris re(}uest is properly coirstrued, that semches me coirducted iir mr adeijuate but 
efficieirt mmrirer, mrd that extimreous costs me irot iircurred, Anrericmr Oversight welcomes mr 
opportuirity to discuss its recinest witlr you before it uirdertakes a semch or iircurs semch or 
duplicatioir costs. By workiirg together at the outset, we cmr decrease the likelihood of costly mrd 
tiirre-coirsmrriirg litigatioir in tire future.

The subject of tiris 
recinest concerns tire operations of the federal government, mrd the disclosures will likely 
contiibute to public understmrding of tirose operations in a significmrt way." Moreover, tire recinest 
is prinrmily mrd funckmrentally for non-commercial purposes.'^ 

Anrericmr Oversight reciuests a waiver of fees because disclosure of the requested information is 
“in the public interest because it is likely to contribute significmrtly to public understanding” of tire 
operations or activities of the federal government.'^ The disclosure of tire information sought under 
this recinest will reveal tire operations of the federal government, including what outside interests 
may be influencing tire official work of Mr. Angelle mrd Mr. Bemxl. The disclosure of this 
information also has the potential to shed light on potential ethical problems that may have miseir 
as a result of contacts witlr external individuals mrd entities.
